P inkerton’s Inc., a g uard service

Pinkerton s in Kansas City , told the board 
it could obtain 160 hours-a-week g uard 
services for $36,000 a y ear. The board 
seem ed to balk at the p rice 
However. 
H ube said that by using that fig ure as a 
working base, the authority could cut the 
p rice by reducing servic'es H ube ag reed to 
send the authority a p rop osal by nex t week 
The g uard service charg es $4 p er hour for 
each g uard, according to H ube. He added 
that the 160 hours could be reduced to as 
little as 40 hours a week, H ube said the 
service p refers to p rovide no less than 40 
hours of coverag e a week, because it is 
difficult to obtain g uards for less tim e He 
also told the authority that Pinkerton s 
p refers to lure local p eop le as g uards

Divorced fath ers need to be relaxed and 
natural with th eir ch ildren, but th e m atter of 
dating h as to be h andled with special care If th e 
fath er introduces th e ch ild to every casual date, 
th e ch ild may begin to th ink th at Dad will 
eventually return to M om. M rs Atkin notes th at 
every ch ild nurtures a fantasy th at M om and 
Dad will .some day be reunited Small ch ildren 
th ink th is may h appen if th ey are very gocxJ 
Even th e older ch ildren often h ope th at a 
reunion will take place. E ncounters w ith a long 
line of Daddy's dates simply reinforce th e 
reunion fantasy.

pernicious 
practice of branding prominent Americans 
as Communist sympathizers didn’t die with 
the late Sen Joe .McCarthy. His murky 
disciples are still circulating a smear sheet, 
called “ Information Digest, 
to police 
departments. 


This has resulted, incredibly, in the 
establishment of secret police files on a 
host of celebrities such as Eddie Albert, 
Candice Bergen, Leonard Bernstein, Dick 
Cavett, Dustin Hoffman, Shirley .MacLaine, 
Carl Reiner and Richard Widmark 


Several pobtical figures, including the 
Rev. 
Ralph 
Abernathy, 
ex-Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark, New York City s 
former mayor John Lindsay, auto workers 
boss 
Leonard 
Woodcock and 
various 
members of Congress, have also wound up 
as the subjects of pohce dossiers. 


The evidence has been uncovered by 
New York State Assembly investigators 
William Haddad and Thomas Burton, who 
conducted a painstaking investigation of 
“Information Digest. ” In a confidential 
report that eventually will be released to 
the public, they charge that the insidious 
smear 
sheet 
has 
been 
used 
as 
a 
“ confidential informant” by the New York 
State Police for years 


“ Names negatively mentioned in the 
publication. ” the Assembly investigators 
found, “ were the stimulus for the creation 
of a dossier on the individual.” Copies of 
the smear sheet were found in police files 
stamped: 
“ The information 
contained 
herein is of a classified nature intended 
solely for the New York State i’olice and 
any other agency authorized by them ” 


The information was then shared with 
police across America, often “ without 
independent checking by the police as to 
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McCarth y tactics 


in p olice ^d igest’ 


the validity and source of this derogatory 
information.” 


The chief source, according to the study, 
is the office of Rep Larry .McDonald. D - 
Ga , a bush-league Mc-Carthy who uses his 
congressional 
immunity 
to 
malign 
prominent people He spreads wild charges 
against them in the Congressional Record. 
This 
permits 
Information 
Digest 
to 
republish the charges, without risk of libel 
suits 


In 
fact. 
Information 
Digest 
has 
acknowledged in one of its bulletins that it 
“ is indebted to the congressman for his in- 
depth analysis 
of Communist Party 
activities in the United States. 


.McDonald’s colleagues on Capitol Hill 
tend to regard him as more of a clown than 
a menace They may change their minds, 
however, after they discover his office has 
helped Information Digest portray many of 
them 
to 
the 
police 
as 
Communist 
sympathizers 


The sleuths have identified the smear 
sheet’s chief contact in McDonald s office 
as a $14,00(>-a-year researcher named S. 
Louise Rees. A McDonald aide told our 
associate Bob Owens .Ms. Rees worked “ on 
projects directly for the boss” and was 
often out of the office 
Neither the 
congressman nor his researcher would 
comment on the charges

One 
bulletin, 
ironically 
published on the day of the Watergate 
break-in, implied that Information Digest 
had 
stolen 
a 
list 
of 
entertainers 
“sympathetic 
to 
the 
(Communist) 
movement, who make themselves available 
for donations and benefit concerts” The 
bulletin reproduced the list with the dark 
warning: “ This material should not be 
used in this format . .. as it is realized that 
under certain circumstances the publishing 
of stolen lists is illegal ”

A White House spokesman explained 
that President Ford used to rent his 
condominium when he wasn’t using it

management company. Ford was never 
told who was renting his three-bedroom ski 
chalet. the spokesman stressed 


We are convinced Ford was unaware that 
he was collecting rent from a corporation 
doing a $450 million business with the 
government. The latest figures show that 
Martin Marietta rec*eived $320.3 million in 
defense contracts, another $130.3 million in 
space contracts 


The company invited at least one federal 
official to the Ford condominium for 
several days of meetings and skiing. 
However, he never showed up. Our sources 
say about 10 corporate executives utilized 
the chalet 


The President has stopped renting his 
Vail condominium since he moved into the 
Oval Office. But in 1974, he swapped the 
Vail house for a larger, more secure ski 
house

The President paid an extra $100 a day 
for the better accommodations, which was 
a fair price. But Bass then held a 20,700- 
acre federal coal lease, and the President 
was considering a strip mining bill that 
Bass opposed The President wound up 
vetoing the bill, thus saving Bass about 
$100 million in reclamation costs. Ford 
claims he had no knowledge of Bass 
financial stake when they swapped homes

As Cojak’s regular nder last 
year, Agnello won four races 
including three stakes with the 
colt who went on to become the 
M a r y 1 a n d-bred 
2-year-old 
champion of 1975. 
Without Agnello, ('ojak hasn't 
won in five starts this year and 
has resumed an old habit of 
lugging in 
"He used to lug in with me, 
too,' Agnello recalled, "and he 
got beat doing it the first time I 
rode him But I kind of got him 
straightened out He was off for 
awhile early this year, being 
freshened up. and I guess that’s 
when he got back into the 
habit." 
Cojak bore in at the start of 
the Swift Handicap, tinishing 
second by a nose, and had the 
same trouble in the stretch be­ 
fore losing by a head in the 
Gotham Stakes and tinishing 


fifth in the Wood Memorial. He
